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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 1 1/1 5/05 has been fully considered and made of record. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 5, 12 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Weber et al (US 5,725,140) in view of Asai et al (5,294,035). This rejection is set 
forth in prior Office Action, paragraph 3, dated 8/18/04. 

4. Claims 5, 6, 1 1-12, 15 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hawkswell (4,687,152) in view of Asai et al (5,294,035). This 
rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, paragraph 4, dated 8/18/04. 

5. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Weber 
et al or Hawkswell in view of Asai et al as applied above and further in view of Witte (US 
6,162,007). This rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, paragraph 5, dated 8/18/04. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/15/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Because of the following reasons. 
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a) Applicants argue that the combine prior art references do not teach the 
forward and backward force-generating device (see under the "Remarks" page 10, 2 nd 
paragraph). The Examiner disagrees because, as discussed in the previous Office 
action paragraph 3, that Asai et al teach this particularly feature element for generating 
force including forward and backward in term of counterclockwise and clockwise 
rotations (see discussion at bottom of the abstract). Therefore, the feature element as 
described above is indeed taught by the modified teachings of Weber et al in view of 
Asai et al. 

Further, applicants argue that there is no motivation to combination or 
modification of references (as discussed on bottom of page 10 thru page 12 of their 
"Remarks"). The Examiner also disagrees because the prior art references for their 
teaching component feeding devices and the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation 
to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. 
Cir. 1992). In this case, the prior art references do teach the component feeding 
apparatus including tape feeding drive, rotating ratchet, etc., devices for surface 
mounter device and/or placement system and the motivation for the combination can be 
found in either references (i.e., see Asai et al discussion at col. 4, lines 9-14, etc). 
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For all reasons above, Applicants' arguments are not persuasive and are not 
clearly point out the patentable novelty which they thinks the claims present in view of 
the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the rejections made. Therefore, 
the prior art rejection is maintained for same reasons of the record. 

7. Claims 7-10, 13-14 and 16-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 25-30 are allowed. 

Interviews After Final 

9. Applicants note that an interview after a final rejection will not be granted unless 
the intended purpose and content of the interview in presented briefly, in writing (the 
agenda of the interview must be in writing).
